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SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


TO  THE  CAMPTON  SCHOOL  BOARD: 

This  is  my  eleventh  and  final  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  in  Campton.  The  topics  discussed 
are  those  about  which,  it  seems  to  me,  you  and  people 
of  Campton  should:  have  information. 

School  transportation  in  Campton  is  not  very  ex- 
tensive and  does  not  cover  very  much  of  the  town.  At 
the  present  time,  the  heaviest  transportation  load  cen- 
ters around  the  Village  and  Branch  Schools.  For  sev- 
eral years,  seasonal  transportation  has  been  furnished 
during  cold  winter  months  for  some  pupils  who  attend 
the  Village  School.  This  year,  the  number  transported 
is  more  than  one  car  can  carry.  It  seems  to  me  that 
you  might  very  well  consider  the  advisability  of  giving 
a  three-year  contract  on  this  route.  Such  a  contract 
would  enable  >a  transporter  to  furnish  a  conveyance 
capable  of  taking  all  the  children  on  one  trip  at  a 
lower  cost  than  is  now  required  for  two  vehicles. 

ThQ  determination  of  some  kind  of  salary  schedule 
should  be  undertaken.  Even  though  conditions  may 
later  compel  some  revisions  in  a  schedule,  there  would 
be  considerable  advantage  in  having  a  definite  state- 
ment of  salary  policy  and  limits.  If  you  so  desire,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  work  with  you  on  such  a  schedule. 

Many  improvements  in  school  buildings  have  been 
made  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  but  many 
more  remain  to  be  made.  Each  year  when  a  represen- 
tative of  the  State  Department  of  Health  inspects  our 
buildings,  both  lighting  and  toilet  facilities  come  in  for 
criticism.  Water  supply,  also,  is  frequently  mentioned 
as  something  that  needs  attention.  Probably,  improved 
lighting  should  be  the  first  thing  for  you  to  undertake. 
However,  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  no  matter  how 
much  money  may  be  spent  on  our  school  buildings, 
ideal  conditions  can  never  be  provided.  Playground 
equipment  has  been  made  available  which  has  proved 
to  be  both  enjoyable  and  of  benefit  to  the  children. 
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More  should  be  added  as  fast  as  it  can  be.  The  school 
furniture  now  in  use  is  old  and  should1  be  replaced. 
If  a  policy  of  equipping  one  school  per  year  with  new 
desks  and  seats  can  be  adopted,  it  will  slowly  but  stead- 
ily accomplish  the  needed  replacement. 

In  the  light  of  the  statements  just  made,  one  may 
reasonably  raise  the  question  of  whether  Campton 
needs  or  wants  a  new  school.  Based  on  such  informa- 
tion as  is  now  available  to  me,  my  opinion  is  that  the 
children  of  Campton  would  benefit  from  a  new  central 
school.  It  likewise  seems  doubtful  whether  the  people 
want  a  new  school.  As  yet,  no  recommendation  has 
come  from  the  special  committee  appointed  to  look  into 
the  matter.  Last  summer,  the  School  Board  held  a 
public  meeting  to  dliscuss  with  parents  the  possibility 
of  assigning  grades  1-4  to  one  building  and  grades  5-8 
to  the  other  one-room  building  on  each  side  of  the  river. 
The  response  was  loudly  and  emphatically  opposed 
to  the  change.  If  there  were  people  present  who  fav- 
ored the  proposal,  their  sentiments  were  not  expressed. 
Therefore,  the  conclusion  that  must  be  drawn  is  that 
no  change  whatever  is  wanted. 

Instructional  materials  in  every  school  should  be 
brought  up  to  date.  Steps  are  already  in  progress  to 
do  that  in  reading,  spelling,  and  social  studies.  Grade  1 
is  this  year  provided  with  the  latest  edition  of  reading 
books.  Grade  2  will  be  provided  with  latest  editions 
next  September.  Grades  2-8  have  new  spelling  books. 
History  and  geography  as  separate  subjects  are  now 
combined  in  a  unified  social  studies  program.  That 
series  is  now  in  use  throughout  the  schools.  As  soon  as 
money  is  available,  a  change  should  be  made  in  Eng- 
lish textbooks. 

At  the  present  time,  some  questions  are  being 
raised  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  regarding  the 
amount  of  previous  appropriations  due  the  School  Dis- 
trict from  the  town.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  differences 
between  their  computations  and  ours  can  soon  be  re- 
moved. We  are  now  working  to  accomplish  that. 
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This  report  concludes  with  an  expression  of  appre- 
ciation for  the  sincere  interest  of  School  Board  mem- 
bers in  our  schools  and  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  work 
of  the  teachers.

*     EXPLANATION  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 


Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953,  requires 
that  school  district  annual  reports  show  the  total 
amount  paid  to  the  superintendent  as  per  the  following 
quotation : 

"Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervis- 
ory union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report 
showing  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superin- 
tendent, which  report  shall  show  in  detail  the 
amount  derived  from  the  per  capita  tax  and 
the  amount  paid  directly  by  each  school  dis- 
trict in  the  union." 

One-half  of  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union 
on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  pro- 
rated on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the 
schools  for  the  previous  school  year,  ending  on  June 
30.  For  the  school  year  1952-53,  the  superintendent 
in  Union  No.  48  received  a  salary  of  $5350  which  was 
made  up  as  follows:  $2275  paid  from  the  per  capita 
tax,  and  $3075  pro-rated  among  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts. An  allowance  of  $750  for  travel  within  the 
Union  was  also  pro-rated  as  stated  above. 
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The  tabulation  below  shows  the  portion  of  salary 
and  travel  charged  to  each  school  district.
